TWO WAYS OF DOING IT. 
There are those among the GAzxrrrx's 
readers who have reproached us for not 
betraying more temper and spirit in 
our politics.

gineer's smoking tobacco, pipe and 
bunch of dirty waste, The battery 
jars are tightly corked so there is no 


chance for the liquor to spill. The 
battery connects with a good sized 
double helix fastened behind the 
steam gauge. The wires run down 
the sides and back under the tender to 
the cars. Patent couplings between 
each two cars and between the engine 
and the first car allow of their being 
disconnected. The wires enter the 
oar over the door and run around the 
sidea, Outside the door, at each end 
under the roof, is a little case where a 
spring connection in the cirouit is 
made, A ge 5 runs through the 
car just like the ordinary bell rope. 
This rope is connected with the 23 
af the end of the car and when pulle 
it breaks the connection and the ar- 
mature on the engine flies back open 
ing the valve in a pipe leading from 
the air drum toa little brass whistle 
Which blows shrilly as long as the cir- 
cuit remains open. As soon as it 
closes the armature flies back to the 
helix and the air is shut off. Any 
number of signals, long or short, can 
be given, and there can be no mistake 
made about them, for they are so dis- 
tinct. The noise ie loud enough even 
to wake a man up from a sound sleep. 
The apparatus is very neat, very com- 
pact, convenient and out of the way. 
The relay whistle and valves are 
fastened to a heavy iron frame and 
bolted fast. The whistle is of pol- 
ished brass about an inch in diameter, 
and two inches long. There is a con- 
nection for steam in case the air brake 
fails to keep the drum full. Five 
pounds pressure makes a big noise on 
the little machine. Only railroad 
men can understund what an immense 
improvement this will be. It will add 
to the safety of life and property, 
save time, save temper, and is another 
important advance in the rapid 
progress made in the science of traus- 
portation toward 1 


Profits on 1 Fruit. 

The following, from a Healdsburg, 
Cal., exchange, gives an idea of the 
profits in that section: Mr. Sawtell, 
just across the river, has, we under- 


stand, sold his fruit crop to Mr. Grove, 
a local peddler, for $170 an acre, on 
the trees. All the good orchards 
around here pay handsomely. Mr. 
Gladden sold his peach crop to tbe 
Santa Rosa cannery for $42 a ton, to 
deliver fifty tons. He has also sold 
about $600 worth of peaches to ped- 
dlers. His piace (less than fifty acres) 
will this year yield him fully $4,000 
fifteen acres of orchard now bearing 
fruit. He has twenty acres set to 
fruit, all of which will bear some next 
year, and in his, nursery he has 20,000 
trees, mostly budded. He will set 
out forty acres of fruit, in all, and 
after dividing yield and price by two 
(for Mr. G. never figures extrava- 
gantly) he counts on an annual in- 
come of $8.000. The time is not far 
distant when all of our fruit lands 
will be atilized.

Governor Leland Stanford’s 
breeding farm for horses at Palo Alto 
is ene of the most complete establish- 
ments in the world. Of the 1,700 
acres in the place, 100 are occupied by 
the stables, barns, and small pad - 
docks. ‘The buildings, at the foot of 
the gentle rise of ground, make a 
small city by themselves, inhabited by 
a population of nearly five hundred, 
who return hither from their business 
un the pastures and race tracks, and 
have 200 persons employed in their 
domestic service, Their spacious 
barns are uniformly floored and 
ceiled vp with red wood a handsome 
material, which resembles vedar io ef- 
fect, They are strewn with the fresh- 
est straw, and kept as neat as the 
most unexceptionable drawing - rooms.

periments were conducted, at the ex- 
pense of Governor Stanford, for ar- 
riving at a better understanding of the 
speed of horses by photographing 
them in rapid motion. The photog- 
rapher, Muybridge of San Francisco, 
succeeded by an ingenious arrange- 
ment of electrical wires, communi. 
cating at the touch of the animal 
with cameras already prepared, in se- 
curing twelve distinct views of the 
different stages of a single stride. The 
attitudes are of the most unexpected 
and curious sorts, some of them 
‘highly comic. Great pains are taken 
in the raising and training of the 
young colts. From the time of foal- 
ing the colts are handled gently and 
constantly, and are made as familiar 
with the touch of harness as they are 
with that of human hands. As a 
natural consequence they are perfectly 
tame, gentle and even affectionate, 
and never need breaking. The effect 
of this system of training has been 
apparent in the performances of some 
of the colts which have been publicly 
speeded agains‘ time. The first oota- 
ble exhibition of speed by a Palo Alto 
colt was made onthe Bay District 
Association track at San Francisco in 
1880, when the twe-year-old colt 
Fred Crocker lowered the record for a 
one mile trot to 2:2544. Last year 
Bonita, a two-year-old filly from Palo 
Alto, cut the record down to 2246; 
and later, at the same trotting exhibi- 
tion, Wildflower, another two year- 
old from the same farm, made the 
mile in 2:21; and Hinda Rosa, a year- 
ling filly, on the same day added to 
the fame of the farm by cutting 
down the yearling record to 2:364¢.
